Factious Opposition. 

The Cariboo organ of the rrovincial 
Governmeut comes out "llat-footcd" 
in opposition to the Canadian riu illc 
Telegraph. In a singularly illogical 
article it says "the highest .tender for 
the construction of the whole line was 
$5,000,000, the lowest $1,250,000," 
afid it proceeds upon the asstimption thai the 
Jiighesl tender was accepted/ It donoiuiccs 
as quixotic, extravagant, and imprac- 
ticable the idea of building a tele- 
graph line through an unsettled coun- 
try and concludes that it is all a "shatn" 
designed merely to head off Mr. Wal- 
kem at the Colonial Office. And the 
local organ eagerly endorses the stand 
tiken by its Cariboo confrere. Surely 
both of these oi'gans must, in their 
z«al for their masters, have overlooked 
the fact that, in constructing the tclo- 
grui)li in advance of the railway, Mr. 
j\Iac'kcnzio is simply carrying out the 
provisions and requirements of tlic 
Canadian Paeitic Kaihvay Act. One of 
the very lir.st sections of that Act reads 
as follows: — -"A line of electric tele- 
graph aliall ho constructed in lulvance 
of the said Railway and branches, 
along their whole extent respectively 
as soon as practicable after the loca- 
tion of the line shall have been de- 
termined upon." Now it occiu's to us 
to ask, Did the member for Cariboo, 
did the members for Victoria, did any 
one of the British Columbia members 
in the House of Commons take excep- 
tion to this clause of the Act? They 
did not; nor did anyother member, ^so 
far as we are aware. It follows, there- 
fore, either that the two organs re- 
ferred to are not in harmony with pub- 
lic opinion in oijposing the telegraph 
scheme, or that the representatives of 
the Province were wanting in their 
duty in not ha^'ing opposed it in Par- 
liament. But it would bo little better 
than an insult to tlie intelligence of the 
country to suppose that ten men can 
be found in British Columbia so stu- 
pid, so far behind tb.e age as to be op- 
posed to the Canailiaii I'aciiic Tele- 
graph. Of all the I'roviuces, surt-ly 
this ought to be the lu.st to oppose it. 
These same journals which denounce 
the scheme as i)rematnre, (quixotic and 
wholly unjustifiable are very fond of 
referring to our neighbours when it 
suits their purpose to do so. Let us 
refer to them now. Dul Americans 
considerit quixotic iLc. , to build a 
transcontinental telegraph in advance 
of the railway? They built their tele- 
graph lineelghtyaars in advance of the 
railway; and if ours will traverse an 
uninhabited country, their's passed 
through a howling desert. The theory 
that this telegraph movement is a 
sham merely designed to head off Mr. 
Walkem's complaintfallsto the ground 
before the fact that the Act of Parlia- 
ment imposing upon the Dominion 
Government the duty of building the 
telegraph in advance of the railway 
was prior to AV'alkem's ap]ieal. Let 
these obstruct!<;nist-;, these tlog-in-thc" 
manger jjoliticiaus howl. Mr. iSIackcn- 
zie will build ^the tclegra[)h and he 
will build the railway, too, in spite of 
all their ridiculous opposition.

Upper Frasor navigable, so that a large 
and iinportiint section of country distant 
from tlio railway may not be left deslitulo 
of facile mi-'aiiM of traii.'^piu't. it was to a 
writer in tlio Miiiuliiiul (1 lutrciian that W(' 
were indebted for Hid idea of oommoneiiig 
railway eonstrucLiou at tho head of navi- 
gatitni on tho Lower Fraser and uiilizing 
said navigation meanwhile. Wo are not 
ftt all surprised to find our contoaiporarj- 
niinapplying a quotation from our lasi 
article anJ making us say of tho two 
things ■which had no earthly coniuMitioii, 
that tho scheme for .•mbstitnting the wa- 
ter-stretches of tho Fraser for railway 
"has much to commend it." Than tlii;( 
nothing could liavo bi'eu fartlier from 
our iiilonlion. In fact wo were can'ful to 
nay that wo ad>-oented the utilization of 
tho navigation of tho Fr.iser, "i/ct not in

In presence of the Emperor and Em- 
press of Geimany, the Imperial Prince 
and Princess, tho Prince of Wales, and a 
largo niunber of other illustrious and dis- 
tinguished personages, tho coniirmation 
of tlieeldestson of tho Imperial Prince 
took plftco iu tho Friendonskircho, at 
Potsdam, on Sept. 1. Dr. Heim, the Court 
pioaohor, conducted the ceremony, and 
it appears to have boon of a vory iin- 
pressivo and touching cliaraclor. 

Ahout 2[>0 Pvonian Catholic ladies and 
gentlemen started from tho Victoria Sta- 
tion, London, shortly after eight o'clock 
on Sept. lat, on tho pilgrimage to Pon- 
tigny. They arrived at Newhaven about 
half past ten, and, after a somewhat 
rough passage across tho Channel, reach- 
ed Dieppe a little boforo five. Tlionco 
thoy continued their journey to Paris, 
whoro a largo number of Eugiish pilgrims 
had already arrived. 

At a Grand Lodge of Freemasons of 
England, held at the Hall in Great 
Qiioon street, London, Sept. 2. tho Grand 
Secretary read a letter from tho Marquis 
of Kipon, Grand Master, stating that tho 
writer found himsolf no longer able to 
discharge the duties of that ofTloo, and 
must therefore resign it. Upon tho mo- 
tion of tho Grand Begistrar, it was agreed 
with regret tho resignation of his lord- 
ship, and a letter from the Earl of Car 
narvon, Deputy Master, which pointed 
out that the government of tho craft 
would now devolve on tlio Princo of 
Wales, as Past (I rand Master, having 
boon read, a deputation was a]ipointed to 
invito his Itoyal Highness to act as Grand 
-Master until a new election should take 
place. Afterwards resolutions \^ ere jiuss- 
cd expressive of regret at the death of tlie 
l/irl of Dalhousio, Past Deimty Grand 
Master, anil of condolonco on tliat event 
with the Lodges of Scotland, of which he 
was Past Grand Master. 

It was announced tbat Major-Goneral 
Sir Albert Horsford, K. C. B.— w ho was 
the British delegate to tho Brussels Con- 
gross— had boon appointed military sec- 
rotary to tho Commander in-Chief in 
jilaco of the late Major-Goncral Sir James 
Lindsay. 

Jlr. J. A. Garth Marshall, a member of 
a well-known Leeds fam ily, had lost his 
life by falling down a crevasse on Mont 
lilane. A guide who accompanied him 
was also killed. 

The latest advioos from tho Ciold Coast 
stated that Captain Ltfos—who hud boon 
sent to mediate in tho dispnto botwoon 
the King of Ashanteo and tlio revolted 
ohiofs— W|ts very well received at Coo- 
niassio, and that all danger of a rupture 
had passed away. At Quitta also tran- 
ipiility prevailed, and trade in all parts 
of tlio Protectorate was reported to be 
good and improving. 

In celebration of tho fourth anniversary 
of tho capitulation of Sedan, a grand mil- 
itary parade took place in the Templehof 
Part, at Berlin, on Sept. 2d. The troops 
assembled wore the regiments of Guards, 
both infantry and cavalry, under tho 
command of Prince Augustus of Wnr- 
toniherg, and tho parade was attended by 
tho Emperor, the Prince of Wales, and. 
Bovoral members of tho Iifiperial fami- 

Gr'noral Wimpfl'en was taking proceel- 
ings against the I'aiix, before tho Civil 
Tribunal, on account of reflections cast 
upon him by that paper in connection 
with the cai)itulatioii of Sedan. 

Sicily had hoen idai^ed under martial 
law in consequence of the increasingly 
disturbed slate of tho island. Several 
regiments had been sent thither, and 
courts-martial were to bo established 
there f<n- the trial of tho ofl'eiidors.
